The Italian string ensemble known 
as the Societa Corelli will present 
the second in the series of three 
concerts sponsored by the Gettys­ 
burg Concert Association this win­ 
ter in Christ Chapel, college campus, 
next Monday evening at 8:15 o'clock. 
The ensemble is a group of four­ 
teen string players who specialize in 
the playing of classical selections of 
the Seventeenth 
and 
Eighteenth 
Centuries. The group is named after 
Arcangelo Corelli 11653-1713), who 
has been called “one of the towering 
geniuses of the classical period in 
Italy.” In addition ot the “twelve 
concerti grossi” of Corelli, the So­ 
cieta Corelli has mastered the works 
of his leading contemporaries. Han­ 
del. Vivaldi, Scarlatti and others 
February, 1953, marked the 300th 
anniversary of the birth of Corelli, 
and to commemorate the occasion 
the 
Italian 
government arranged 
with concert manager Albert Monni 
to sponsor an American tour of the 
ensemble. T hat first tour was so 
successful that a second was ar­ 
ranged for the current season and 
Gettysburg is included in the tour. 


Was Well Received 
The first tour drew enthusiastic 
press notices in New York, Philadel­ 
phia, Pittsburgh, Boston and else­ 
where. The group plays without a 
conductor. 
A rchangel Corelli has been credit­ 
ed with being the first to establish 
the violin as an important solo in­ 
strument. As a composer, he is said 
to have recognized the individual 
qualities of the different instru­ 
ments. and to have taken them into 
account w hin writing his concerti 
and suites. 
This development is said to have 
led to a new age of orchestral writ­ 
ing. and also to have developed the 
individual style of the composer. 


Burgess William G Weaver, Mon­ 
day evening in the engine house, 
in welcoming the Adams County 
Firemen's Association to Gettysburg, 
declared that he is depending upon 
the fire companies as the basis of the 
Civil Defense Organization.

Thomas G. Bladen, 82, 
Dies In New Jersey 
Gettysburg College has one of the 
oldest ROTC units in the country, 
Col. Eben R Jones, professor of mill- j 
tary science and ta "tics. told the 
Gettysburg Rotary Club at its meet- j 
ing Monday evening at the YWCA. 
While ROTC unit* were established 
at state-supported colleges earlier, I 
Gettysburg was among the first in­ 
dependent colleges to secure a mill- j 
tary training unit, he said. 
Gettysburg s Army ROTC la out- i 
standing as well because it la a 
general course, he added, permitting 
those who complete its work to enter 
any of the branches of the service. 
Of all students who begin the 
ROTC instruction, two-thirds are 
dropped by the end of the second j 
year and only the top one-third con­ 
tinue on for the last two years of in­ 
struction leading to a commission 
in the Army reserve, he said. 
Pays Financially 
The instruction pays off mone­ 
tarily as well as in training in mili­ 
tary swills, the Army officer said. 
During their last two year* of ROTC 
the students receive approximately 
$700 in pay and allotment*. During 
their two years as officers on active 
duty they have an Income "approxi­ 
mately 
$6,000 
In 
excess 
of 
the 
amount they would receive if they 
were drafted and served out their 
two years as a draftee.” 
A graduate of Virpima Military 
Institute in 1937, Col. Jones began 
his Army career with the Third

WASHINGTON UB-U S. govern­ 
ment action barring Russians from 
more than one fourth of this coun­ 
try drew no immediate reaction 
from the Soviet Union — but a 
chorus of “ why not u s?" queries 
poured In on the State Department 
today from many of the remain­ 
ing American communities.

NY), slated to be chairm an of the 
House Judiciary C om m ittee ;n the 
new Congress. 


C eiler said yesterday he w’ould 
decide, 
after questioning federal 
Prison D irector Ja m e s V. Bennett, 
w hether the com m ittee should hold 
a “ full-dress Investigation.’’ 
“ Obviously there w as som e neg­ 
ligence somewhere.'* Ceiler said. 
R em ington, according to authori­ 
ties, w as m urdered in his cell by 
th ree fellow’ prisoners wielding a 
brick In a sock. The form er Com­ 
m erce D epartm ent official was in 
Jail for perjury in denying Com­ 
m unist affiliations. 
Ceiler told a reporter: 
“ How did the killers get In his 
cell? W here w ere the guards? A 
prisoner Is entitled to his personal 
safety. If anybody is to blam e, we 
w ant to find out who and why; j 
we w ant to see w hat the conditions 
a re .’’ 
M eanwhile, it w as reported that 
another New York State D em ocrat, 
Rep.

15-Page Memorandum
